
ENGLAND’S WINTER RACING 



AGREEMENT MAGE FOR RESUMPTION OF 
STEEPLECHASING AND HURDLE RACING. 



Solves Problems of Mur Who Depend Upon the 
Sport for Their Livelihood — Terms of the 
Government's Permission. 



Over in England on November 19 there was much 
rejoicing in turf circles. On that day it became 
public lliat the government iiad pronounced in favor 
of permitting a measure of the customary winter 
nieciiugs, devoted to steepleehasing and hurdle rac- 
ing. Outside of tlie s|>orting side of the matter, 
it will provide employment and a living for many 
people who, otherwise, would lie in a dire struggle 
for the mere means of existence. Many restrictions, 
unheard of in normal times, accompany this tardily- 
grunted iiermission. hut on the principal that a half- 
loaf is I letter than no loaf, owners are glad to 
take what is vouchsafed them without grumbling. 

I'rofiosals were submitted to Walter Uuuciiuau. 
President of the Hoard of Trade, in October by the 
.Association of Ka«-eliorse Owners, Breeders and 
Trainers, bill these were rejected for the reason 
that they included race tracks in military occu- 
pancy. which tlie government was unwilling to re- 
lease. New proposals were invited. These were 
submitted Novemlier 12 and. after consideration, ac- 
cepted with restrictions. Of tlie whole matter Lon- 
don Sporting Life of Novemlier 19 said: 

"This welcome news is announced by Mr. T. A. 
Edge, the honorable secretary of the Association of 
Racehorse Owners, Breeders ainl Trainers, who 
states that the President of tlie Board of Trade 
has intimated that the government would raise no 
objection to the holding of a limited number of 
meetings at certain s|ieeitied race courses in ac- 
cordance with the Association’s revised scheme sub- 
milted on Novemlier 12. The scheme is as fol- 
lows: 

"1. Permission is sought to hold race meetings 
on courses to lie agreed upon under tlie control of 
the Jockey Club and National Hunt Committee, 
subject to the following conditions: 

"2. No railway facilities will be asked for. the 
conveyances of the public to the race courses be in 
arranged for by road. 

None but inclusive tickets covering entrance 
and conveyance by road will be issued, aud no 
jierson will be admitted without such a voucher. 
These special vouchers will be sold in the big towns 
nearest to the race courses on which racing is to 
lake place, and tlie necessary road transit arranged 
from such towns. 

“4. All gates and direct approaches from railway 
stations connected with the race courses concerned 
will be closed. 

"5. Five shillings shall lie the minimum charge 
for admission instead of one shilling, as hereto- 
fore. and no money will be taken at the gates ex- 
cept that local tickets will be issued to inhabitants 
of the district only on production of their Regis- 
tration Cards, which will identify them and pre 
vent other tliau genuine residents from obtaining 
such tickets. 

“0. The lower rates of admission are suspended 
with the object of confining the attendance to 
owners, breeders and trainers, and persons seriously 
interested in the horse industry. 

“7. Tlie widest publicity wil! lie given to the 
scheme in tlie press and otherwise, it being made 
clear to the public that it will lie useless to at 
tempt to obtain admission excepting in the manner 
and under the conditions here detailed. 

"The communication published by Mr. Edge con 
tinues: 

"Statements have been made in the press as to 
a certain amount of delay which is supposed to 
have occurred in reaching a decision. The Associa 
tion can. however, hear testimony to tlie expedi- 
tious manner in which Mr. Uuneiman has dealth 
with a complicated situation. The first concrete 
proposal tint before him by the Association stated 
that the executives for the four named race courses 
had agreed to hold meetings with no railway fa- 
cilities. and this was the scheme which he took 
into consideration. It appeared on investigation 
that meetings at three of the four places named 
were impossible, inasmuch as Sandown. Hurst Park 
and Kemptou courses were under military occupa- 
tion. Tlie Association had consequently to be asked 
for further |«oposals, aud when these proposals 
were received no time was lost in consulting the 
deiiartments interested, and on receipt of their re- 
plies tliere was no delay in coming to a decision. 

"It is probable that racing will lie held at Gat 
wick. Lingtield. Plumpton. Colwall Park (near Mal- 
vern). Newmarket. Hawthorn Hill. Windsor and 
possibly other places.”

On January 0 Tom Welch will leave France with 
all the horses la-longing to Joseph E. Widener that 
are permitted to leave the country. On the same 
steamer Frank It. Hitchcock's hand will lie ship|ied 
and if arrangements can be made, a large consign- 
ment of broodmares belonging to Irving H. Wheat- 
croft mav lie sent here. The Minnehaha is also 
bringing several yearlingss purchased by ClifT 11am- 
inon for E. R. Bradley. 

Frederick Johnson has purchased a filly by 
Marajax — sister Lumly from Mr. Wheateroft. who 
also sold tlie three-year-old filly by Bachelor's 
Button— St. Katherine to II. T. Oxnard. 

J F Madden has added a lialf-sisler to R. T. 
Wilson’s Tartar to his stock. She was the prop- 
erty of Gifford A. Cochran. 

The steamship Adriatic, on which Tod Sloan is a 
passenger, is due liere on Thursday.

BIG CROWD VIEWS RACING OF THE MARY- 
LAND CIRCUIT’S LAST DAY. 



Sir William Johnson Defeats Lohengrin in a Close 
Finish — Pontefract Effects a Surprise in the 
Dixie Handicap — Track Talk. 



Baltimore, Aid., Nov. .30. — The closing day of the 
Southern .Maryland Agricultural Association's nieer- 
ing brought out a large gathering at the Bowie 
course. The club offered a good program, with the 
Dixie Selling Handicap and a selling raee at one 
mile and twenty yards as the features. The latter 
was run as the fourth race and furnished a stir- 
ring finish in which Sir William Johnson just man- 
aged to last long enough to lieat Lohengrin by a 
nose. Lohengrin came from behind in tile stretch 
and at the finish was going fast and would have 
beaten the winner in another stride. 

The Dixie Handicap also furnished an exciting 
contest, Ponefract coming from the rear division 
in the last sixteenth and finishing with a rash, got 
up to lieat Between Us by a scant lpngth. At vari- 
ous stages of the racing. Water Lily. Between Us 
and True Steel all seemed liked the probable winner. 
These three raced each other into exhaustion in 
tlie early running aud when Pontefact made his 
effort in the last sixteenth they were helpless.

— The sincerest 
flattery yet accorded the Business Alen's Racing 

Association of New Orleans developed today when 
part of tlie stable of R. T. Wilson, president of 
the Saratoga Association, was shipped to the Cres- 
cent City. Saratoga has always filled the public 
eye as the sportiest race meeting in tlie United 

States and the determination of its president to 
send a stable to New Orleans is proof conclusive 
that he is keenly interested in the manner in which 
racing is conducted there and desired to give his 
approval to it in a manner that no one would 

misunderstand. 

The Wilson horses that were shipped from liere 
were Hester Prynne. Pixy. Naushon and Ethan 
Allen. Trainer T. J. Healey wil select six im- 

ported yearlings from the New York lot to supple- 
ment the shipment. Jockey J. McTaggart will go 
with the stable. 

Manager Joseph A. Alurphy, who Is here presiding 
at Bowie, is highly elated over the co-operation that 
he is getting from the better class of horsemen. 
“One of my associates in the stand said to me 
yesterday that wbat 1 would have to guard against 
was the track getting the reputation of ticing a 
‘rich man's traek.’ He did not know that what be 
feared for me was the very coal towards which I 
was striving. I have no ambition to simply run a 
winter raee meeting. I would make the Fair 
Grounds the Saratoga of tlie south. 1 would give it 
a world-wide reputation as the Mecca for the better 
class of tourists, for the wealthy breeders of pure- 
tired stock of every kind and for the scientific and 
progressive tillers of the soil. Many people have 
wondered why I have given stable room to so many 
yearlings. I have done this purposely. In another 
year I shall present to breeders who race their 
own produce and to those who are large purchasers 
of yearlings a plan to build their own stables on 
the grounds, where they can ship tlieir stables to 
winter and develop their young stock. They will 
have all the privileges of a perfectly equipped track 
in a semi->tropic country and can ship to Kentucky 
or Alar.vland in April with every horse at its top 
form. Tliere will lie no rental nor will there be any 
obligation to race with us unless the owner elects. 
Should he do so he will have tlie opportunity to 
try out in actual competition those that he con- 
siders his best and at the same time have an active 
market for his culls.

They come from all parts of the 
United States and Canada and I feel that we shall 
have them shoulder to shoulder with us for uplift- 
ing and perpetuating the sport. 

“It has always been my ambition to manage a 
race track where there was no purse of less than 
SI. <>00. If professional race traek promoters will 
keep their hands off New Orleans and allow tlie 
business men anil myself to work out this problem 
unhampered and if the small minority tliat would 
have our institution deteriorate simply into an 
asylum for local Indigents will take a broader view 
of the whole proposition this eventually will tie 
reached.”

EARL Y TWO-YEAR-OLD RACING BARRED. 

It is reported that the recommendation of a 
s|K*eial committee that the early racing of two- 
year-olds tie prohibited has been agreed upon. The 
conference was attended by Senator Johnson N. 
Camden, representing the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission; August Belmiait. of the Joekey Club, 
and W. I*. Fraser, of the Canadian Racing Asso- 
ciations. 

It was decid'd that they would report to their 
respective organizations that they had each one 
individually agreed to the ineoriviration in the rules 
of racing the following proposed rule: 

“No horse foaled in 1915 or thereafter shall run 
in any race before April of its two-year-old year, 
under penalty of thereby disqualifying itself for 
all races under these rules until December 31,, of 
its two-year-old year.” 

The above rule, which will is- adopter! in all 
probability by the various associations represented, 
means that the winter race tracks will have to 
worry along without any two-year-obl races after 
December 31. It may lie said that the contracting 
bodies are not in any way affected, for the reason 
that none of them conducts racing liefore April 1. 
anyhow. The rule is one promised bv Capt. E. 1$. 
Cassatt, for the purpose of preventing the prema- 
ture racing of two-year-olds to iiermit them as 
much time as possible for growth and development.

BUTTE TRACK TO BE CUT UP. 

Butte. Mont., Novemlier 30. — The track of the 
Butie Fair and Racing Association is to Is- opt up. 
Anti-racing legislation was passed in Montana last 
year, and with no hope of restoring the sport the 
directors of the local racing association have re- 
solved to sell the track. The buildings are being 
torn down, and the track is Iieing cut up into 
building lots. Two American records, one for a 
quarter and one for three-eighths of a mile, stand 
to the credit of this track, which was built by 
Marcus Italy nineteen years ago. and taken over by 
the present association nine years ago at a cost of 
$75,000. While the track since Mr. Daly’s time has 
lieen at times unused, there had lieon racing pretty 
generally since it was built, at a cost of $200,000. 
Many famous horses and noted horsemen, layers of 
(aids and jockeys of imtional prominence spent 
seasons at the Butte course, aud some of the best- 
known officials in the s|a>rt were on the payroll of 
the Butte Jockey Club. No sooner had the last 
Montana legislature passed a hill making racing 
with I s-tting illegal than II. I. Wilson, head of 
tlie Butte Racing Association, declared himself 
through with the sport in this state. A few days 
ago the affairs of the association were wound up. 
and the eighty-eight acres within the inclosure will 
lie platted and cut up into liuildiug lots. The dis- 
trict is being rapidly developed. There are many 
buildings on the race track grounds, including the 
grandstand, a big pavilion and stables.

Janies Lowther and Lord Calthorpe 
(acting for Sir George Chetwynil), and it was not 
until July 24 that tlie announcement was made 
that they had unanimously decided ‘that the 
chestnut colt Bend Or, whieh came in first for 
the Derby, is bv Doncaster out of Rouge Rose, and 
therefore the objection lodged by Messrs. Brewer 
and Blanton is overruled.' The contention was that 
Rend Or had either as foal or yearling been mixed 
up with Tailcaster, described as a chestnut colt 
by Doncaster out of Cleiueiiee, when he won the 
Municipal Stakes at Doncaster.
